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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

1 . This office action is in response to the amendment filed on December 21, 2001 in which 
applicant submits changes to correct minor problems with the specification and responds to the 
claim rejections. 

Specification 

2. The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because it exceeds 150 words. Correction is 
required. See MPEP § 608.01(b). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

4. Claim 7 recites the limitation "the predetermined commercially available music CD" in 
lines 26-27. There is insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

5. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: 
Claims 1-6 and 8-12 are allowable over the prior art of record. 

Response to Arguments 

6. Applicant's arguments filed December 21 , 2001 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. 

7. Applicant overcomes the objections to the specification due to minor typographical and 
grammatical errors. 
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8. Applicant traverses the rejection to Claim 7 under 35U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, but 
in the interest of efficiency and the advancement of prosecution in the case proposes that an 
amendment to the Claim is submitted. However, applicant does not provide an amendment to 
this claim in the response. Therefore, the examiner maintains the rejection as set forth in 
previous Office Action, Paper No. 3. 

9. Applicant overcomes the rejections to Claims 1-13 under 35 U.S.C. 102 (b) as being 
anticipated by the Background of the Invention and 35 U.S.C. 102 (a) as being anticipated by 
Sagawa et al. (E.P. 903,169 A2) with the response.
